shanty he saw Fail-field seated in a 
chair with a bullet hole through his 
head, just over the left ear. 


In his left hand 
was 
a revolver, 


with one chamber empty and there 
was a bottle of chloroform nearby on 
a bench. 


The coroner was summoned 
and 


ipronounced it a case of suicide. 


AM kinds of stories were in circula- 


tion this (Thursday) morning regard- 
ing the case. Reports of robbery 
and murder were flying thick and 
fast, but the real cause for the act of 
the operator is said to have been a 
love affair. 


Fairfield was a young man and had 


always been a faithful employe. 
His 


home was in Biddeford.

woman jumped. 


The room occupied by the 
couple 


was* on the Boylston side of the 'hotel 
and directly above the glass covered 
porte-cochere at the main entrance. 
What caused Mrs. Piza to jump from 
the window is not known. 
As she 


fell her 'body struck on the roo'f of 
the porte-cochere, her leg and right 
arm broke through the glass and both

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Strange Ceremonies of Tribes 


of the Southwest. 


THEIR HORROR OF DEATH 


Brings Out All the Superstition la 


tbe 
Red 
Man's Nature—Grave 


Prepared , When Medicine Man 
Pronounces Recovery Impossible 
—Open Graves of Plma Cemetery. 


Whatever partakes of the mys- 


terious appeals to the mind of the 
Indian. Superstitious by nature and 
education and imagination to an ex- 
treme, all that is unknown and un- 
fathomed is associated with the mir- 
aculous and supernatural, and he 
lives in an atmosphere of mysticism. 
Death is to him a circumstance of 
the highest degree of mystery, says 
the I-.QS Angeles Times, and the cere- 
monies attending the funeral and 
burial are, therefore, elaborate and 
in many cases imposing. 


The services over the dead vary 


greatly with different tribes, and the 
methods of disposing of the bodies 
are many. Inhumation is, perhaps, 
the most common method of putting 
Away the dead, but even here there 
Is a variety of customs. Some bury 
the dead in a sitting posture. Others 
double the body together and bind it 
with cords. 
Still others stand the 


body upright, and in other cases the 
corpse is given a recumbent position. 
Several of the tribes of the South- 
west practice cremation; some dis- 
pose of their dead by placing the 
bodies upon elevated platforms; oth- 
ers entomb them in stone cysts, 
caves, huts or other buildings, while 
some of the coast tribes sink the 
bodies In the waters of the ocean. 


Tho Plma Indians bury their dead 


immediately, or as soon after doath 
as possible. 
The burial 
generally 


tukus place in the night time. Tho 
body is prepared for the grave by 
being tied double with ropes passed 
under tho knees and around the 
nock. When the medicine man of the 
tribe pronounces 
death inevitable, 


the grave is prepared. This is a per- 
fectly round hole, four or five feet 
deep, just large enough to receive 
the body. It often happens that the 
medicine man makes a mistake in 
tho diagnosis of the case and the pa- 
tient recovers. His grave is then left 
unfilled till such time as he is ready 
to occupy it. Should other members 
of tho tribe die first new graves are 
prepared for thorn, the other being 
loft to yawn till it gets the one for 
whom it was made. It therefore hap- 
pens that nearly every Pima come- 
tcry contains several open graves. 


Tho burial is accompanied by 


chanting by the mourners, words 
laudatory to the departed being im- 
provised. The grave is filled while 
the weird songs arc bolng sung and 
n polo fence or covering is then con- 
structed to protect the grave from 
the depredations of coyotes or other 
wild animals. The immediate rela- 
tives of the departed cut their hair 
ns a sign of their mourning, and they 
cease 
their 
occupations 
several 


works. 


Immediately after the services at 


the grave the house and personal ef- 
fects of the departed are burned and 
his or her cattlo and horses are 
slaughtered and cooked. 
A great 


feast is then made in which all mem- 
bers of the tribe In tho vicinity take 
part. 


The Navajos hare a horror of 


death, and will not approach a corpse 
save 'of necessity. When death oc- 
curs in a dwelling it is immediately 
abandoned, and as soon as practica- 
ble a new house is built. In the 
meantime the surviving members of 
the household camp out or take ref- 
uge with other members of the tribe 


Sometimes the house where the 


death takes place is made to serve as 
a tomb for the dead, the doorway be- 
ing filled with sticks and mud. 
It is 


more usual, however, for the body to 
be burled in a grave prepared for it 
the remains being conveyed to the 
grave the next day after death bj 
two perfectly naked Indians who 
after the funeral, purify themselves 
before resuming their apparel. 


Tho Ute Indians place the bodies 


of their dead in caves, many bodies 
being entombed within a single cav- 
ern. 
After each entombment 
the 


mouth of the cave is stopped with 
sticks and stones to keep out ani- 
mals, nnd the place Is not again vis- 
ited till tho next interment takes 
place. The preparation of the bod> 
for burial is simple. No change is 
made in the clothing, the limbs be 
ing straightened and the weapons o' 
the deceased. If a male, or house 
hold implements, if a woman, beini, 
placed bcaldo the body. The male 
friends of the deceased shoot tho 
horses and cattlo which belonged to 
him and burn his house nnd persona 
effects. 
The female friends, whos 


duty It is to prepare the body for the 
tomb, bear tho remains to their las 
resting place, uttering hideous eric 
during the march to the sepulchor.

LAND 
DEALING 
LAWS. 


Leases Expire at End of Five Years— 


Dispensation of Proceeds of Sales. 
Becoming Averse to Mortgages 
and Notes Considers Carefully 
Before Entering Into Contracts. 


Probably the most efficient system 


iu the world of 'protecting the Indian 
in his rights is maintained by the 
Union ludiaii agency 
at 
Musko&ee, 


which administers the laws of Con- 
gress and the regulations of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior for the purpose 
of keeping the fullblood in possession 
of his worldly goods, says the Kansas 
City Journal. Ev«ry foot of land tlie 
lullblood sells must be alienated with 
the consent of the Interior Depart- 
ment, either through the removal of 
his restrictions or the posting of bis 
land to be sold to the highest bidder 
through the Creek land sales division 
of the agency. The i'ullblood cannot 
fcell nor incumber his homestead for 
a period 
of twenty-five years, and 


can only alienate the other portion oi 
his allotment with the consent autl 
under tho supervision ol the Goveru- 
men.. He is not allowed to lease nib 
land for agricultural 
purposes lor 


a period ot over five years, and no 
cannot lease it for mineral purposes 
except with the approval of tbe Inte- 
rior Department and upon proof being 
submitted that ho is receiving ade- 
yuc.te compensation for the lease. 


At present the only fullbloocls who 


can sell their land at all are citizens 
of the Creek Nation. In the Chero- 
kee. Choctaw and Chickabaw nailoujj 
tb-e delivery of deeds to allotters lias 
not 
Lceu completed, and tliereioa'c 


Indian lands there are not yet alien- 
able. 
At prebcnt from 5,000 to S.OOU 


acres of land a month are .sold througn 
tho Crick land sales department ot tlie 
L'uiuu agency at .prices ranging irom 
$1" to $30 an acre for raw upland 
laruis. 


liy this system the fullblood Indian 


geis the greatest possible protection 
lie must lirht file a petition with the 
Indian agent for the sale of bis land. 
He must stipulate how much land lie 
desires to bull, and what he intends 
to do with tbe money. 
He is also 


;ihiii'd about nib aye, physical and fi- 
nancial condition and all 
of 
these 


things are taken into consideration ny 
the Government bcloro action is taken 
upon bis petition. If the OJovtTnmiMit 
behoves it is to tlie best interest or 
ihe Indian to sell a portion ot his 
burping holdings, his laud ih posted 
lor sale and scaled bids are received 
i,pon it. 
At tiie expiration ot sixty 


days these bids are opened and the land, 
is wold to the highest bidder. If, how- 
ever, the Secretary of live interior b 
heies that the compensation is not 
large enough, the bids are rejected 
and the land readvertiscd. 


It would naturally be supposed tba 


protection to the fullblood would stop 
heic, but it lias only begun. The Gov- 
ernment next ascertains through the 
Indian agency bow much of the money 
the Indian o\\es, if any, and bow mi i'li 
ol tbe money ho receives from the 
sale of his land it is necessary tor 
him to have immediately. This is paid 
over to him in cash, usually a small 
sum, and tne rust of it is held in 
trust for him a; the local United States 
r'( pository in Muskogcc. According to 
tlie rules of the Secretary, he is al- 
lowed to draw upon this sum at the 
late ot ?.')() a month. 


Tho fullblood, before he is allowed 


to soil bis land, is usually compelled 
to piomi:-o that lie will u?e most ol 
tlio money in building improvements 
upon his homestead. As soon as he re- 
ceives his first payment he is instruct- 
ed to go ahead and have the improve- 
Kirnts made. 
He secures carpenters 


nnd has buildings erected, and some- 
t'r.-.os has a few acres of his homestead 
Lroken for culiivatioii. 
When it is 


al] <lonc a Government inspector goos 
to tho place and insppcts the improve- 
ments and ascertains if 
11103- wore 


rroperly made. Tho fullblood is tnen 
required to SPIU! the bills submitted 
by the contractors a nil 
others 
who 


have done tho work, as well as tbe 
bills for material, to the Pnion agency, 
whcie. they are reviewed, and if the 
Indian has boon overcharged they are 
cut down. They are thon approved and 
paid out of the funds rualiwd from the 
pp.lo of tlie Indian's land which are 
being hold in trust for him. If any <i;io 
las a bill or note against the Ir.dian 
representing a debt contracted before 
tho laud is .sold, tlveso aro sont to the 
Union agency, where they aro re; lev. - 
od before tho money is chocked out to 
tho Indian so lie can settl-e tbe obli- 
gation. 


In going ahead and engaging his own 


labor, buying the material and super- 
intending the work of having his im- 
provements made, be is given all the 
advantage of managing his own ar- 
fairs without being subjected to dan- 
ger of being grafted in tho proceeding. 


Indian agency officials say that a 


fullblood seldom breaks his promise 
to use and make 
improvements 
as 


agreed when Ire is allowed to alienate 
his land. Another admirable trait it; 
the fullblood is that he seldom sends 
to the agency for a monthly install- 
ment of the money duo him in advance 
of tho, stipulated Mnu1. and if bo i.s not. 
act.ually in nood of tho money bo ai- 
;ows the payments 'to run over tor ,=ev- 
ernl months without drawing, thcrohy 
receiving intnrcst. 
H-o iS nlso becom- 


ing averse to mortgages and notes, and 
it is a much more difficult matter to 
persuade him to contract a debt man 
it was a few years aiu>.

Another electrical wonder has been 


given 
to the world. Dr. Thaddeus 


Cahill, iii a dingy shop at Holyoke, 
Mass., after twelve years of unre- 
mitting toil, succeeded in finally per- 
iecting what is considered by elec- 
trical engineers to be one of the most 
remarkable devices in the history or 
electricity. 


In this little shop there now stands 


a 200-ton electrical machine called by 
its inventor the telharmonium, which 
combines in itself the musical power 
of all known instruments, and besides 
this can send its music over telephone 
wires for hundreds of miles in ail 
directions. Any telephone subscriber 
within its radius can be supplied with 
music in great or small amounts, as 
his feelings dictate.

York may be heard in 10,000 plains 
miles apart, and in -each place the 
criminal effect is heard." 


Tbe real wonder and novelty of 


Dr. CabiU's invention lies iu the fact 
that the telharmonium does not, like 
the phonograph, reproduce music, but 
actually makes it, and in an entirely. 
iit'w way. What the operator plays oa 
are a number of little specially ar- 
ranged dynamos. 
Those are so con- 


nected to the keyboard, which is ar- 
ranged like that of an organ, that tne 
clii.pri'ssion of a certain note, A lor 
instance causes a current in the trans- 
m i t t i n g wire.s which produce a vibra- 
tion in the telephone receiver at tne 
other end of the line just like tiiat 
following tho playing of A on a piano.

Dogs Uted as Burden Bearers—Mal- 


treatment Common—Government's 


. 
Novel Campaign of Education— 


i 
Slaughter Houses Open to Public 
—Appeal to Self Interest. 


The Minister of th-e Interior recent- 


ly sent out circulars to the heads ot 
all schools in tho 
country 
asking 


them to co-operate with the govern- 
ment in a movement to protect ani- 
mals and birds, writes a correspond- 
ent in tlie Chicago News. He wishes 
it to be impressed upon the minds 
of school children .that it is mean 
and cowardly to be cruel to animals. 
To comply with the minister's re- 
quest school principals and inspec- 
tors are holding conferences with all 
classes of teachers as to the best meth- 
od of accomplishing tlie desired end. 
Laws are also in force to punish more 
stringently than heretofore all wlio 
are guilty of cruelty to animals. 


That it will take some time to erad- 


icate tbe old ideas about the treat- 
ment of animals is certain. Here, as 
elsewhere in Europe, the overwork- 
ing and ill-treatment of horses and 
dogs is common. 
Dogs aro used tor 


hauling purposes in Holland as W'pJI 
as-: in Belgium, but in tho l a t t e r coun- 
try, much has boon done to improve 
the breed of large dogs, \\lnlo the 
use of small dogs for drawing carts 
has been prohibited. 
This is due to 


the efforts of a society for the pro- 
vention of cruelty to dogs. A siminr 
society is formed and branches aro 
being established in various pans ot 
Holland. 
Some of the 
owners 
of 


working dogs are humane but many 
appear d> be totally devoid of tool- 
ing, 
and foreigners are. often sadden- 


ed by seeing the treatment to which, 
small overworked and underfed dogs 
are subjected. The carts used by the 
peasants near The. Hague to convey 
produce to the market are low,, two- 
wheeled affairs. 
They aro drawn by 


one, 
two or throe dogs 
of various 


sixes and mongrel breeds, tll-e sorriest 
lot king croatnroH <,no can 
well lin- 


nuino. All day long from sunrise un- 
til late in tho afternoon these cans 
go up and down the streets while the 
owners aro peddling their wares. Then 
Ihe homeward journey is begun.

see those fellows show any kindness 
to their dogs, and it will not bo easy 
to convince tho children of the peas- 
ants that the animals should be kind- 
ly treated. 


Another thing that has a bad effect 


on children, and perhaps on grown 
people as well, is tho public slaughter- 
ing of cattle, sheep and pigs. 
Happi- 


ly, in ihe most of the large towns there 
arc abattoirs, entrance to 
which 
is 


strictly forbidden, but Tbe Hague does 
not possess such an institution. Crowds 
of adults and children stand about 
the doors of tho slaughter houses, or 
it the doors are closed ixer through 
crevices or windows to see what is 
going on. 


It has been found that the best way 


to induce grown people to treat the 
animals they own better is to prove 
to I hi in that it is to their advantage 
tr do so—that a well-groomed, well- 
fed and well-treated horse or dog can 
do more work and that it pays to he 
kind. 
This may not be the highest 


sthical method, but it is .1 beginning. 
They will treat their beasts of bur- 
den better and will teach their chil- 
dren to do likewise. In this way, too, 
it is proposed to enlist the help ot 
the farmers in giving .protection to 
birds by showing them how useful 
the feathered songsters are. 
If tney 


arc mad<c to understand that birds are 
waging a continual war on destruc- 
tive insects the agriculturalists will 
soon come to the conclusion that their 
winged friends must 
be 
protected. 


Some species already enjoy an almost 
superstitious regard, such, for instance, 
as tbe stork, the swallow and 
the 


wagtail. But there are other species 
mat deserve equal consideration and 
{ail to get it. 


The Minister of the Interior has or- 


dered large colored plates of the use- 
fiil birds and of tho insects they de- 
stroy •'to be distributed Throughout, 
the country with pamphlets showing 
tbe value of the birds in agriculture 
and forestry. 
It is explained how im- 


possible it is for man to cope with the 
minute insects that prey on .plant lite 
and that only the birds can save many 
•valuable trees and much vegetation, 
from destruction.

earthed In Nashua 


LABORERS MADE GRUESOME DIS- 


COVERY YESTERDAT 


Evidence of a 
probable 
murder, 


which is believed to have occurred 
more' than twenty years ago, was 
brought to light yesterday 
through, 


the investigations of a ghastly find 
made by Italian laborers engaged up- 
on the construction of 
the 
Goffe's 


Palls, Litchfield and Hudson street 
railway. 


In a lonely spot in the woods, near 


the main road from Manchester to 
Nashua, and at a 
.point 
near 
the 


Litchfield line, the laborers who were 
excavating 
for 
the 
roadbed, 
un- 


earthed the skeleton of a woman bur- 
ied just beneath the surface of the 
ground. No traces of clothing iwere 
tound, but surrounding 
the 
bones 


were fragments of burlap 
sacking, 


rotten with age, which indicated that 
the body had been brought to the 
lonely place of burial wrapped 
in 


sacks of that material. 
A pair of 


soles from a woman's shoes were al- 
so found near it, and 
beside them 


mere the rusted remains of two fan- 
cj metal buckles, such as were once 
worn by stylishly dressed women for 
silk bows on their low shoes or for 
ornaments for their belts. There is 
a question in the minds of the find- 
ers as to which purpose these buck- 
les were intended for, but if ever the 
identity of the dead woman is discov- 
ered, the authorities believe that it 
will be through these old buckles. 


The skeleton was found by the la- 


borers just before they struck work 
for the day, but the discovery was not 
reported to the police until about 9 
o'clock in the morning. Then there- 
port came in a distorted fashion, and 
the police were given the impression 
that the workmen had found the body 
of a man, and that the victim had 
been dead but a comparatively short 
time. 


Acting under this belief, Dr. Geo. 


M. Davis, the county medical reteree 
and Inspector Clifton B. Hildicth of 
the 'police department of Manchester 
secured an automobile and hastened 
to the scene as quickly as possible to 
begin an investigation. 
They were 


surprised upon their arrival to find 
that the tragedy brought to 
light 


must l)e one of many years gone by, 
but the e\idenees of ioul play were 
so unmistakable that their investiga- 
tion was as thorough as could have 
been undertaken in a case of recent 
date. 


After carefully looking 
over 
the 


ground and examining 
the 
ghastly 


relics, the officials interrogated 
the 


workmen who had made the discov- 
eiy, and also made inquiries in the 
neighborhood, in an endeavor to find 
someone who could recall some inci- 
dent ol the past which might give a 
clue to the find James Cheney, a

A theory that

weight was that the 'body might have 
been brought Irorn Manchester, and 
was carried to this distant point be- 
low the city to lessen the chances of 
discovery,.

ceive more weight, from the fact that 
the ground appeared to have been 
carefully chosen. It was in the wood- 
laud below the Cheney farm, and was 
in soil where it would not only be 
easier to dig a grave, but where tho 
chance of discovery through other ex- 
cavations would be very remote. 


Had the murderer selected a spot 


in some field or other place which 
might be 
worked 
for 
agricultural 


purposes, the body might be discov- 
eied and his crime revealed, but in 
this valueless land, so sterile that it 
vould produce only trees and bush- 
es, there would seem hardly a chance 
in a million that the hand of man 
would ever turn the soil. That the 
selection proved good in this respect- 
was proven by the long 
time 
in 


which the body lay undiscovered, and 
it was only through 
the 
peculiar 


chance that long afterwards a street 
railway company decided to build an 
electric road 
through 
this 
lonely 


tract that the 
tragedy 
was 
ever 


brought to light. 


Just before discovering the skele- 


ton, the workmen dug up a mass of 
reddish hair some foiir or five inches 
long, which appeared to have lain 
•buried for a long time. 
It 
was 


viewed with some curiosity, but the 
finders could not determine whether 
it came from a human being or some 
animal, and it was thrown in the 
cart and hauled off with the dirt for 
a fill a short way down the line. 


A few minutes later the spade of 


a workman cut down through some 
crumbling substance and when 
the 


earth iwas thrown out 
some 
frag- 


ments of blackened bones rolled from 
the crumbling sand. Then one of the 
buckles was unearthed and the work- 
men realised that the bones 
were 


tl'osc of a human being. 
The 
re- 


mainder of the skeleton was careful- 
ly uncovered with the bits of rotting 
burlap clinging to them, and was laid 
carefully to one side. A search was 
made tor vestiges of clothing, 
but

shoes could be found. 


The skull had begun to crumble, so 


that the medical examiner could not 
determine whether it had ever borne 
traces of a wound, and some of the 
small bones were missing. Parts of 
the feet were gone and were proba-

v.as being unearthed. Judging from 
the appearance of

teeth, it appeared that the 
woman 


was under middle age and that she 
mas of medium .height, probably about 
five feet and three or tour inches in 
height. Three or four teeth were 
missing from the upper and lower 
jaw s. 


The body was about two and a half 


feet below 
the 
surface,

enough from the road to be out of 
the .way of any ordinary highway op- 
erations. It was in woodland and out 
>f sight of the nearest farmhouses,

where a long, narrow, arm of Man- 
chester territory stretches down the 
Merrimack river.
